In chapter III of his “Life of 
Jesus" he states that Jesus was 
uneducated; that he had no 
knowledge of the great world, of 
its geographical divisions; neith- 
er did he know any thing of the 
polities of his native land; in fact 
that he was antagonistic to all 
governments. On page 158 he 
says: “Jesus, in some respects, 
was an anarchist, for he had no 
idea of civil government, That 
government seemed to him purely 
and simply an abuse. He spoke 
of it In vague terms, and as a man 
of the people who had no idea of 
politics." 

Renan did not believe in mira- 
cles and so he frequently gave ex- 
pression to the thought that in all 
of the recorded miracles of the 
Nazarine, that he was either him- 
self deceived, or else entered into 
collusion with his disciples to 
perform bogus phenomena for the 
sake of the effect. 

On page 251 of his “Life of Je- 
sus" he said: 

"Almost all of the miracles 
which Jesus thought he perform- 
ed, appear to have been miracles 
of healing." 

In chapter XXII of his "Life 
of Jesus" Renan gives his con- 
ception of the phenomenon of the 
bringing of Lazarus írom the 
dead. In this chapter he makes 
prominent the idea that the whole 
matter was a veritable farce ar- 
ranged in detail by Mary, Mar- 
tha and Lazarus himself and that 
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"In the case of the Lazarus 
miracle Renan, abandoning his 
more probable hypothesis of pre- 
mature burial, and following the 
somewhat far-fetched theory of 
Strauss and Baur, complacently 
pronounces the whole affair a 
pious fiction.”
